-plete reformation of government that took place, and the jirotcrcss 
and prosperity which have succeeded.. It was the work of one man 
of iron will, of inflexible courage, and of unblemished integrity whose 
voice shok down the house of graft as the ram's horna overthrew the 
walls of Jericho. 

Arthur Brisbane suggeato in The Leader that Johnson will some 
day arrive at the White Houae, and that 1934 ia not unlikely to see 
hi mon the way. 

At any rate he will bear watching. In the primaries in IfL'O. 
without organization, to speak of, and without money, he carried 
state after state in which he personally campaigned, and at Chicago, 
had the masses of the common people been able to vote in the c.-nven. 
tion as they cheered on the streets for him, he would have been uoin- 
inated. 

He does not seem, however, to be in the public mind today as 
much as he was two or three years ago. The people are fickle. It 
may be that some other favorite will crowd Johnson ont. But if the 
voters are i nthe state of mind in 1924 which they are now in, it seems 
certain that they will want a man of Johnson's type, aggressive, bold, 
progressive , democratic and capable of grappling with great problems 
of reform without gloves. 

Time alone, however, will tell what mood the nation may be in 
when the nominations are made once more. It ia altogether possible 
that by that time the conservatism and constitntional methods of 
llr. Harding, .Hn<l the eonstnictive thinps which he is doing iii his 
quiet but persistent way. will make their proper appeal, and that no 
one else will be thought of. — Lexington Leader. 



ANOTHER DEMOCRAT ON THE PBB8IDZNT 



The Lexington Leader recently quoted the eulogy on President 
Harding pronounced by Senator lioke Smith, of Georgia. Now an- 
. other Democrat, distinguished as a leader in Ohio politics, and former 
chairman of the State Central Committee over a period oif twelve 
years during which Pattison, Harmon and Cox were all elected to the 
governorship, has said some very complimentaij' things about the 
President. 

He declares that the election of a Republican Senator and 16 
of the 22 Congressmen in Ohio must be regarded as an emphatic en- 
dorsement of the administration, and that it will be so interpreted 
throughout the country. The "most sensible, level-headed popula- 
tion to be found in America," he says, determined that the President 
had faced a tremendous task, and that he had measured np to a high 
standard of efficiency in meeting the demands of his office. ^

loafers off the government pay roll, inaugurated a budget system 
under Brigadier General Dawes; removed the so-called nuisance taxes 
upon mannfacturers and business men, so indnatries would have 
something left witli whieh to extend their operations, thus millions of 
men and women who were idle now have employment ; has collected 
in the last 30 days the first money, amounting to $500,000, from a 
war contractor ; collected the f orst two interest installmenta of $100,- 
000,000 on the British debt; has plans under way f wr collection in- 
stead of cancellation of the entire foreign debt, amounting to .$11,000,- 
000,000, and instead of America losing this it will gradually and ulti- 
mhtely find its way back to the United States, to be applied on the 
national debt, notwithstanding all of the British and foreign propa- 
ganda and English and French lectures." i 

Theiie things are matters of common knowledge. They are 
doubly impressive, perhaps, when they are aet forth by a staunch and 
loyal Democrat of Mr. Oarber'a standing in his party. Like Senator 
Sniith he believes, ho^revcr, in being juh-t and in standing by the 
President regardless of partisanship when be is doing all that a man 
in the circumstances can do to straighten out the national economy 
and the foreign rations of a nation after the most minons war in 
history.
